Crooks turn to 'easy targets' after crackdown 


VIOLENT crime is up by as 
much as 25 per cent in the 
district as criminals turn 
their attention away from 
homes and cars to concen¬ 
trate on easier targets. 

According to police statistics 
released last week, robbery is up by a 
quarter with 103 cases reported this 
year, while sexual assaults have risen 
by 12.7 per cent from 126 to 142. 

But property crime is down, with 
burglaries from homes and shops 
showing more than a 15 per cent

decrease on last year, while car crime 
was down 13 per cent. 

Yourcanterbury asked Kent’s 
Assistant Chief Constable, Gary 
Beautridge, whether improved securi¬ 
ty had played a part. He said: 
“Preventative actions do alter crimi¬ 
nal activity, there is evidence for that. 

“If you take security precautions for 
your house and car, you are far less 
likely to become a victim of crime. We 
are targeting recidivist criminals and 
due to excellent intelligence we know 
the main people in the area are who 



are committing most of 
the crime - and we are 
cracking down.” 

More than 25 per 
cent more drug 
offences were reported 
this year, but the police 
say this is down to MESSAGE: 
increased reporting. n , 

Mr Beautridge said: Gary Beautndge 
“There has been a massive roll out in 
community policing and we have been 
listening to people’s concerns. 

“They told us they were most wor¬ 
ried about drug dealers damaging

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Kebab shop late 
hours bid anger

A CANTERBURY kebab 
shop and cafe has outraged 
neighbours by applying to 
stay open until 4am and 
sell alcohol until midnight. 

Jaspers, in Church Street, a popu¬ 
lar destination for revellers in need 
of a late-night snack, has applied to 
Canterbury council for the licence to 
remain open throughout the night. 

Yet residents say the shop already 
stays open up to two hours later than 
its licensed hours of 1.30am, and the 
noise and disturbance caused by 
drunken customers is often unbear¬ 
able. 

Jaspers, which has a small seating 
area, is also a late night cafe as well 
as a takeaway and delivery service. 

Neighbour Rosemary Simpson 
said: “By the time they get to Jaspers 
these drinkers are completely legless 
and out of control. 

“They simply don’t know or care 
how much noise they are making, or 
that they are disturbing people who 
will shortly have to get up for work 
after another disturbed night.” 

Other neighbours reported the 
shop’s “routine failure” to keep to any 


of the conditions the licensing com¬ 
mittee has previously imposed. 

Alan Vassall, who has submitted a 
six-month diary of activity at the 
takeaway as part of his objection, 
claims the shop regularly stays open 
up to two hours longer than it is sup¬ 
posed to. 

He said: “It would seem that what 
Jaspers is attempting to do in 
requesting a variation of its hours is 
to legitimise what has been illegal 
trading in the past. 

“If the licensing committee ratifies 
this application now it would seem 
that this action is being condoned.” 

The police have also objected to the 
application, unless a scheme to pre¬ 
vent the sale of alcohol to underage 
drinkers is brought in and CCTV is 
installed. 

Jaspers, which is near The Works 
and new nightspot Club Chill, gets a 
great deal of custom from clubbers 
returning home after a night out. 

The kebab shop is also on the route 
to Canterbury Christ Church 
University from the centre of town, 
making it a popular with students. 

More than a dozen letters have 
been submitted to the licensing com¬ 
mittee objecting to the extension in 
trading hours. A decision will be 
made on August 1.

their communities. We have acted on 
this and our message is: you are very 
vulnerable if you are dealing drugs in 
Kent. We will be watching and we are 
after you. And you will not know we 
are after you until you are caught.” 

Police put the decrease in property 
crime down to the locking up of a hard 
core of repeat offenders. 

East Kent area commander Ch 
Supt John Molloy said: “The drop 
reflects the hard work of officers and 
investigators in bringing the small 
number of people who commit burgla¬ 
ry before the courts. This has resulted 
in lengthy sentences for offenders.” 


Spitting with rage 

A MAN who spat in the face of a 
police officer got instant retribution 
when he was punched in the face. 

Ambrose Jones, 33, of Warwick 
Road, Canterbury, was drunk when 
PC Daniel Pearce arrested him in the 
city’s Querns Road on January 11. 

Julie Farbrace, prosecuting, said as 
PC Pearce tried to get him in a squad 
car Jones spat in his face. 

Seconds later the officer hit the 
handcuffed man above the eye 
because he thought Jones was 
attempting to kick him. Jones admit¬ 
ted assaulting PC Pearce. 

Debbie Pizzey, defending, said Jones 
had a serious alcohol problem. “He 
remembers little but said he was 
assaulted and intends to make a com¬ 
plaint,” she said. 

Jones was given a 200-hour commu¬ 
nity order and ordered to pay £100 
compensation plus £150 costs.

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£ 600 k loan request 
from leisure trust 


Energy costs swallow savings 
needed for refurbishments 


TAXPAYERS could be 
asked to front a £600,000 
interest-free loan to the 
trust running the district’s 
council-owned leisure cen¬ 
tres. 

Active Life has requested the 
money to complete refurbishment 
works in the face of spiralling energy 
costs. 

Active Life trust manager Neil 
West says the call for extra money is 
not a sign things are taking a turn 
for the worse and reports that mem¬ 
bership has actually increased this 
summer. 

But energy costs to run the dis¬ 
trict’s leisure centres are predicted to 
rise by 70 per cent next year, taking 
the annual bill to £200,000. 

Ironically, Canterbury council 
installed hundreds of thousands of 
pounds worth of energy efficiency 
measures at its swimming pools last 
year in the hope that the savings 
would pay for refurbishment works. 

But these savings have now been 
swallowed up by the huge hike in 
energy prices. 

Mr West said: “Energy prices have 
gone through the roof. We could all 
see it coming but didn’t think it 


would be as bad as it has been. The 
rise in prices has meant that we are 
no longer making savings, just slow¬ 
ing the increase in costs. 

“This loan, if it is granted, will 
allow us to carry out the refurbish¬ 
ment works we had planned to 
improve the changing rooms and toi¬ 
lets.” 

The planned improvements have 
become more pressing with the 
arrival of JJB Leisure, which will 
shortly open a new gym in Sturry. 

Canterbury council is concerned 
that this could result in a loss of 
membership for Active Life, but Mr 
West is confident there are enough 
customers to go round. 

He said: ‘When a private firm 
moves into an area you can see an 
immediate short-term drop in mem¬ 
bership, but over time it evens out 
and we are just left with more people 
exercising. 

“JJB is focused on exercise while 
we offer more in the way of family 
activities and sports such as bad¬ 
minton and squash.” 

A survey by Deloitte found that the 
drop in consumer spending is the 
most likely factor behind a national 
downturn in gym membership and 
warned that the leisure industry is 
entering a tough time.

Threat to visitor 
centres angers

Miss Warwick, 20, decided she didn’t 
want to wait to be picked up by an 
established label and after recording 
songs at a home studio, run by musi¬ 
cal collaborator Dave Boulden, opted 
to take the initiative and get backing 
herself.

CAMPAIGN groups in Whitstable 
and Heme Bay have accused the 
council of favouring Canterbury 
over the coastal towns when it 
comes to funding. 

Activists have stepped up the 
pressure on Canterbury council to 
spare the towns’ visitor centres 
from the axe after plans to replace 
manned visitor centres with auto¬ 
mated internet kiosks were 
revealed in May. 

Many townspeople and traders, 
concerned this would damage the 
tourist trade, have written to the 
council and signed petitions argu¬ 
ing against the closures. 

Kim Hennelly, from Herne Bay 
Vision, said: “At the last two execu¬ 
tive meetings the panel awarded 
Canterbury’s Beaney Project 
£274,000 of taxpayers’ money. 

“And yet they are unable to find 
£100,000 for the coastal towns to 
continue the already limited com¬ 
munity and tourism services.”

“Heme Bay’s visitor information 
centre costs the taxpayer just

In an interview with 
Yourcanterbury in May, Canterbury 
council’s tourism manager Neil 
McCollum said the move was sim¬ 
ply a reflection of the fact that more 
people were doing research at home 
before arriving at their destination. 

This in turn had led to fewer 
tourists using manned centres, so 
the council had decided to close 
them, installing a series of poster 
boards, leaflet stands and interac¬ 
tive kiosks throughout the towns 
instead.

SIX thousand people flocked to the 
increasingly popular Kent Beer 
Festival at Merton Farm near 
Canterbury last weekend. 

Organisers say this has been the most popu¬ 
lar festival so far, with tickets for Friday night 
selling out at the beginning of July - the earli¬ 
est ever. The event was so popular that cask 
ales ran out on Saturday afternoon, the final 
day of the three-day event. 

Spokesperson Mary Galliers said: “It went 
very well indeed. We had some different bands 
this year, which were quite popular.” 

Atmosphere 

The festival, held by the Campaign for Real 
Ale, boasted over 130 British beers, as well as 
ciders and perry. There were almost 50 beers 
from the ten Kent breweries, with smaller 
brands such as Hopdaemon represented along¬ 
side large brewers like Shepherd Neame.

Medics to wheel 
way to accidents 

PEDALLING paramedics will be introduced 
in Canterbury and Whitstable this summer 
in an effort to speed up response times. 

It is hoped ambulance crew on bikes will 
be able to quickly reach and treat patients 
inaccessible by vehicle, thanks to the scheme 
being trialled in Kent and Sussex. 

The mountain bikes will be equipped with 
all the necessary life saving gear - including 
a defibrillator carried on the paramedic's 
back - to treat patients or keep casualties 
alive while waiting for an ambulance to take 
them to hospital. 

South East Coast Ambulance Service said 
the new two-wheeled lifesavers would 
respond to all types of emergency calls. 

Acting clinical team leader, Dave Marshall, 
said: “We believe these bikes will prove to 
be a positive addition to our fleet in terms 
of responding quickly and appropriately to 
patients.” 

The scheme is also being trialled in popu¬ 
lar seaside resort Brighton in East Sussex. 


Parks to fly green flag 

TWO parks in the district have been award¬ 
ed green flags, the national standard for open 
spaces. 

Reculver Country Park, for the sixth time, 
and Duncan Down in Whitstable, for the 
third time, have both scooped the prestigious 
award. 

Judges assessed how welcoming the parks 
were, how healthy, safe and secure, their 
cleanliness and maintenance, and the sus¬ 
tainability, conservation and heritage, com¬ 
munity involvement, marketing and man¬ 
agement of each. 

Canterbury council say the awards are due 
to the regeneration and economic develop¬ 
ment department working with other organ¬ 
isations to manage the parks, in Reculver's 
case, the Kent Wildlife Trust, and at Duncan 
Down, the Friends of Duncan Down. 

Man jailed for PC punch 

A HOMELESS man has been sent to prison 
for 80 days after punching a police officer in 
the face in a Canterbury park. 

PC Angela Burgess, a member of the city’s 
neighbourhood team, found Derek Wells, 42, 
of no fixed address, with open beer cans in 
Westgate Gardens at lunchtime on July 3.

Residents' fury over 
rail firm tree cutting 

PEOPLE living next to a railway line were 
shocked last week when workmen with power 
tools began cutting down trees near the track. 

Householders in St Augustine’s Road and 
Stanmore Court complained after a team set 
to work on the trees which shield their homes 
from the railway line. 

The foliage, some of which was more than 
five-metres high, provided a screen between 
two residential areas, either side of the line. 

Residents on either side are angry because 
they can now look across the into each other’s 
houses and gardens. 

Sheila Kurowska, of St Augustine’s Road, said: 
“It is vital we preserve as mature trees and that 
communities have a say in this sort of work. 
Network Rail failed to consult with people.” 

A Network Rail spokesperson said: “Some 
residents in St Augustine’s Road did not 
receive a letter from our contractor due to a 
technical error. We apologise for the concern 
this may have raised.” 

But it soon became clear to the rail mainte¬ 
nance company that residents should have 
been consulted and the company which looks 
after the track backed down. 

Network Rail planned to clear vegetation on 
both sides of the track, but once locals became 
aware of the works, an emergency meeting 
was held between contractors, a councillor and 
Network Rail. 

After the talks, the railway company agreed 
not to remove trees on the border between rail¬ 
way land and gardens. 

The spokesperson said: ‘Where it is possible 
to leave trees that do not pose a safety or 
operational risk to the railways, we will do so.” 
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QTell us about yourself 

A I am an artist, poet, performer and the 
curator of a weekend of live performances 
at Whitstable Biennale on June 28 and 29.

Q What were the highlights of the Biennale for you this 
year? 

A Last year I went to Venice Biennale, it was 
enormous, and I had to walk past so much 
boring art to find the good bits. At this year’s 
Whitstable Biennale everything I saw was a 
highlight in one way or another. Everything 
was good, from the big commissioned work by 
established artists, such as Ryan Gander’s ani¬ 
mation, though to all the crazy satellite proj¬ 
ects that people organised themselves, such as 
Knitstable. I was really proud to be a part of it. 

Kim Noble’s performance was one of my 
favourite moments. She rode up Whitstable 
beach on a jet ski dressed in an amphibian cos¬ 
tume and waded up to an unsuspecting family 
and presented them with a brand-new electric 
toaster. 

I also enjoyed meeting The Man From Above. 
He set up a scaffolding tower on the beach and 
explained to passers by that they should embrace 
climate change and prepare platforms to live on 
above the rising sea levels. He also offered advice 
on buying wetsuits and eating more fish. 

Other memorable moments included Das 
Schimmel attempting to invade Whitstable 
Castle and also Charlotte Young’s guided tour, 
which took in some usual points of interest 
around the town. And, of course, I couldn’t 


believe how many people turned up and joined 
in for Lee Campbell’s re-enactment of the open¬ 
ing titles from Reginald Perrin. 

On Saturday night we had a cabaret in the 
Smack Inn with body beat boxing by Leigh 
Clarke, music by Victor Mount and spiritual 
healing with Princess Penang. We also had a 
drag act to compere, Brian Dawn Chalkley, 
who was a little nervous when she arrived 
because as she didn’t see many other people 
who looked like they might enjoy cross-dress¬ 
ing in Whitstable, but she was made to feel 
most welcome. It was very touching. 

We rounded the weekend off with a special 
pub quiz night with no right or wrong answers 
on Sunday evening. We finished with a bit of a 
sing-along with musician Daren Callow. We 
taught everyone a song about an Angry Badger. 

Q Not many similarly sized towns have such a vibrant arts 
scene. What is special about Whitstable? 

A Whitstable is such a lovely town with a 
wonderful seafront and there is so much 
nice food and fine ale. It is not hard to convince 
artists to spend time there. 

|What do contemporary arts have to offer people? 

A Artist Kim Noble offered people electric 
toasters. It seemed like such a useful gift 
but not everyone seemed to understand. 

Sometimes people are a little confused when 
they first see a work of art. If it’s good it will 
stimulate people’s brains in one way or anoth¬ 
er, even if it is to articulate their dislikes. Many 
people who spoke to The Man From Above 


were bemused by his plan to flood Whitstable 
but he was also asking people important ques¬ 
tion about how they are going to deal with cli¬ 
mate change. 

Q How important do you think events like the Biennale are 
to Whitstable, and to society as a whole? 

Nobody really gets rich from projects like 
Whitstable Biennale, there must be some 
other reason all these people want to do it and 
to get involved. I am glad people are being sup¬ 
ported in doing something they want to do. I 
am glad festivals can happen without charging 
£150 a ticket and getting sponsored by some 
awful tasting lager. 

QWhat are your plans for the future? 

A I run a regular night in a pub in London 
called the Montague Arms (it’s just by the 
turn off for the A2 in New Cross). We do a con¬ 
temporary variety show on the second 
Thursday of every month with music, comedy 
and performance art. This week we are doing a 
Ladies Night, but not with naughty strippers. 
There will be performance by some respectable 
young lady artists. Gentlemen are welcome. 

QTell us something about you not many people know. 

A I first started performing and organising 
art events because of a silly art student joke 
made during a lecture at KIAD in Canterbury 
in 2001. It’s funny how one thing leads to 
another.

Drug arrests rise after 
dealers are targeted

CRIME across the county has 
dropped by 10.3 per cent in the last 
year, according to the latest statistics. 

A total of 15,133 fewer offences were commit¬ 
ted between April, last year, and this March, com¬ 
pared with the previous year. 

But the same figures revealed an rise of 18 per 
cent in offences relating to drugs. 

Reductions were seen in the areas of violent 
crime, criminal damage, burglary and vehicle 
crime. 

Police say the rise in drugs offences is a result 
of the work undertaken to destroy networks. 

The force said the total of 3,524 recorded drugs 
offences - up 548 on 2007 - was because of offi¬ 
cers’ success in destroying supply networks. 

Assistant Chief Constable Gary Beautridge 
called the latest figures “good news”. 

He said: “It is encouraging that the number of 
crimes being committed continues to fall even 
now and we will work hard to continue to improve 
the reductions we’ve seen in the last year.” 

Police said across the county the chances of 
being a victim of crime are decreasing, with 80 
offences to every 1,000 persons. 

This figure is higher than in the neighbouring 
county of Surrey, but police have stressed a “like 
for like” comparison is not appropriate as Kent 
has more areas of deprivation. 

Mr Beautridge said: “The commitment of Kent 
Police, our officers and staff, and the help we 
receive from the public have all contributed 
towards this excellent achievement in tackling 
and reducing crime. 

“Our neighbourhood policing teams have 
formed close relationships with the communities 
they are protecting and serving, enabling officers 
to deal with local crime issues more easily.” 

He added that the increase in reported drug 
offences was a reflection of the good work of offi¬ 
cers in this area. 


“Context must be applied here, as this shows 
we are targeting drug dealers,” he said. 

“No one wants to see dealers in the midst of a 
community, selling drugs to children. If we are 


contacted by concerned people we will act to com¬ 
bat this menace. My message to the drug dealers 
is: watch out. We will come after you and you will 
end up in prison.” 


KCC defends 
Zimbabwe 
shares link 

THE Green Party has accused 
Kent County Council of supporting 
Robert Mugabe’s “despotic” regime 
in Zimbabwe. 

The party claims KCC has more 
than a £100 million in shares in 
companies which have some 
involvement with the troubled 
African state. They say the author¬ 
ity has ignored calls for an ethical 
investment policy. 

The Greens say KCC has £109.5 
million invested in companies they 
claim have links with Zimbabwe. 

These are mining groups Anglo 
American and Rio Tinto, oil giants 
BP and Shell and banks Standard 
Chartered and Barclays. 

Spokesman Stuart Jeffrey said: 
“The Mugabe regime has been con¬ 
demned by all the major parties in 
the UK, yet county councillors 
refuse to consider the effects of 
their inaction. 

“Councillors should be called to 
account for their part in supporting 
unethical investments in the face of 
almost universal condemnation. 

“David Cameron has called for 
his party to examine its morals 
when it comes to investing, yet both 
Tory and Lib Dem councillors are 
prepared to maintain invest¬ 
ments.” 

A KCC spokesman said: “The 
council is responsible for the man¬ 
agement of the £2.6billion Kent 
pension fund. The fund covers 
about 200 public sector employers 
in the county and has about 40,000 
scheme members and another 
40,000 pensioners. 

“The fund committee has to get 
the best returns it can, otherwise 
the burden of the costs of pensions 
could fall on taxpayers. We leave 
decisions about which companies to 
invest in to investment managers 
as we need to maximise our returns 
and hold the managers accountable 
for their performance.”

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Hook up with a book for 
the Kent Year of Reading

'LIFE is so much better when you 
read’ - an enduring message and one 
that is at the heart of the 2008 Kent 
Year of Reading - the county’s contri¬ 
bution to the national campaign. 

Designed to boost literacy levels and encourage 
everyone to make reading part of their daily 
lives, the year-long programme was launched at 
County Hall in Maidstone in April. 

School children joined Kent County Council 
cabinet members on a sofa, a bed and deckchairs 
for a morning of storytelling, to help illustrate 
great places to read. 

Getting as many people as possible involved in 
the campaign has been made easier thanks to a 
broad programme of events in the county 
libraries. 

There was a ‘Living Library’ in Sevenoaks - 
one of only four nationwide - which allowed cus¬ 
tomers to borrow people from different profes¬ 
sions and walks of life for a conversation, and a 
‘Library in the Park’ in Dartford which opened 
on July 1 so that books could be browsed and bor¬ 
rowed in the great outdoors. 

Inspiration 

Other activities have included incentive 
schemes to encourage reading, author talks and 
a song writing competition in Dover - reinforcing 
the message that the skill of reading is vital in all 
aspects of life including music. 

More activities are planned - the most imme¬ 
diate is this year’s Reading Challenge which has 
an Olympic theme and encourages young people 
to spend some of the long summer break with 
their noses in books. 

The campaign has also been the inspiration 
behind the Kent Story - county council leader 
Paul Carter penned an opening chapter for 12 
books, one for each district, which are travelling 
from school to school with pupils writing their

own contribution to continue the tales. 

The project is being guided by the imaginations 
of the county’s young writers and artists and the 
finished books will be put on display at County 
Hall and then in libraries across the county. 

Work is also going on with prison inmates, 
young offenders and adult learners - with a 
focus on how improved literacy levels can open 
doors and radically change prospects at work 
and at home. 

“At the heart of all this activity is the determi¬ 
nation to change people’s attitudes to reading, 
particularly among those who don’t consider it 
important or relevant to their lives,” says strate¬ 
gic manager Gill Bromley, who is leading the 
project. 

“The Kent Year of Reading is not just about 
events - although these are a wonderful way to 
encourage the community to get involved. 


“Our main aim is to target those people for 
whom reading presents a challenge or isn’t that 
important. 

Vital 

“The best way to change this mindset is to 
encourage and promote the idea that literacy can 
help in so many aspects of life - it’s not just about 
settling down with a novel - but vital for surfing 
the net, applying for a passport or even reading 
the instructions on the microwave.” 

What about 2009 and beyond - will all this 
activity just stop? “Absolutely not,” says Ms 
Bromley. “The most important thing for us will 
be to establish the Kent Year of Reading’s legacy 
and ensure that this commitment to improving 
literacy levels and generating reading passion 
continues. Every year should be a Year of 
Reading.” 


Officers to 
lead way 
with e-life 
initiative 

A LEADERSHIP Academy has 
been launched by Kent police to 
develop the abilities of all officers - 
from police community support offi¬ 
cers to area commanders. 

It will record each participant’s 
developing abilities on the force’s 
internal internet - giving officers an 
“e-life” of how they are getting on in 
the training programmes. 

The academy was set up at the 
request of Chief Constable Michael 
Fuller, at the force headquarters in 
Maidstone, to spot and develop 
leadership talent and, ultimately, 
achieve higher standards of per¬ 
formance. 

The academy training is being tai¬ 
lored specifically to Kent’s needs. 

This includes live simulation 
training to test leadership and deci¬ 
sion-making skills in a range of sce¬ 
narios and critical incident situa¬ 
tions. 

Participants update their “e-life” 
regularly to show how their 
approach to their day-to-day work 
has benefited. 

Mr Fuller said: “Leadership is 
important at every level in the 
force. 

“We look to select leaders who 
inspire, motivate, set standards, 
support their staff and recognise 
good work. 

“This is why I was keen to invest 
in ensuring we have skilled and tal¬ 
ented leaders for the future. 

“I believe, through an innovative 
approach to training that includes 
live simulation of a range of scenar¬ 
ios our leaders could encounter, we 
will continue to improve our per¬ 
formance. 

“The feedback from those who 
have already taken part in the pro¬ 
gramme has been resoundingly 
positive.”

What is your ideal job? 

I would like to create and distribute my music. I 
don't want to be famous, but I want to be a well- 
known musician. 

What jobs have you done since leaving college? 

I've worked in a call centre, in a ski shop and in the 
Royal Mail sorting office. I've also been tomato 
picking, done baggage handling at Dover cruise 
terminal, worked in the Post Office and done pub 
work - a bit of everything. 

Do you find it difficult to get work in the city? 

You do have to apply for a lot of positions. I have 
found it difficult in the past.

Remarkable victory 
for the Lib Dems 

The Liberal Democrats’ victory in 
the recent Barton by-election was 
decisive. 

It was the best result here 
since the Tories were in power 
nationally - and deeply 
unpopular - in the run-up to 
their massive defeat in 1997. 

A ward which has often seen 
knife-edge recounts produced a 
comfortable Lib Dem victory at a 
time when the national swing 
massively favours the Tories. 

This fantastic result was 
brought about by a great team 
effort and clear anger over 
council policies. Time after time 
on the doorstep we heard from 
local people about their real 
concerns on overdevelopment, 
loss of open space, destruction of 
trees, global warming and the 
reduction of funding to local 
organisations. 

The result itself, which saw Lib 
Dem Michael Steed take 51.8 per 
cent of the vote compared with 
Tory Mark Evans’ 36.6 per cent, 
represented a swing to the Lib 
Dems of 13.8 per cent compared 
with the last Barton by-election 
in 2004, and a swing of 9.3 per 
cent compared with last year’s 
full council elections.

Family tough 
it to the top 



FROM dodging bullets to 
scoring hits, the Cherry- 
holmes family have truly 
triumphed over adversity. 

This unlikely-looking group are one 
of the hottest acts on the Amercian 
bluegrass scene, blowing audiences 
away with their talent. 

Their first album to be released on 
a record label reached number three 
in the Billboard bluegrass chart and 
earned them a Grammy nomination, 
but just nine years ago half their 
members had never even picked up 
an instrument. 

It was a terrible tragedy which 
prompted parents Jere and Sandy 
Lee to bring music into the family’s 
lives. 

In 1999 their oldest daughter 
Shelly died from chronic heart prob¬ 
lems, aged just 20. 

It was a dreadful time, not helped 
by the fact that the family were liv¬ 
ing in a tough Los Angeles neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

The children frequently had to do 
their homework while crouched 
between their beds because of the 
threat of drive-by shootings, so a trip 
to a bluegrass festival provided the 
chance briefly to escape their prob¬ 


lems and their grief. It was their first 
exposure to a genre which seemed 
completely alien, given their back¬ 
ground, but the experience inspired 
Jere and Sandy to incorporate music 
in their children’s home schooling. 

It became a core part of their stud¬ 
ies, which then developed into hours 
of playing together every night. 

The children were aged between 
six and 15 at the time, but less than 
six months later the family were per¬ 
forming professionally. 

Eldest daughter Cia Leigh began 
learning the guitar at the age of 15 
but switched to the banjo, which she 
plays with outstanding power, and 
she is also a gifted singer. 

Her brother BJ picked up a fiddle 
for the first time at 11 and is com¬ 
pared to some of the finest fiddlers in 
the business. 

Skip is an excellent guitar picker 
with an aggressive rhythm style and 
left-handed Molly Kate plays fiddle, 
sings and writes songs to an aston¬ 
ishing level. Jere plays upright bass 
and sings, while Sandy Lee’s man¬ 
dolin, banjo and yodelling are real 
crowd pleasers. 

The family spend about 300 days a 
year on the road, bunking in the bus 
and sharing passenger duty as Jere 


drives through the night. 

They self-released three albums 
before being signed to Skaggs Family 
Records and have toured inter¬ 
nationally, as well as being regulars 
at the historic Grand Ole Opry in 
Nashville. 

They will be stopping off in 
Maidstone on their way to headline 
the Cambridge Folk Festival. 

Cherryholmes will be joined on the 
bill by Elizabeth Cook, who is 
described as “a bona fide country 
singer”. A true traditional singer in 
the style of Loretta Lynn or Connie 
Smith, she appeared at the Grand 
Ole Opry more than 100 times before 
releasing her acclaimed debut 
album, Hey YAH. 

She is a talented singer, having co¬ 
written nine of the 11 tracks on her 
latest album Balls - including the 
brash anthem Sometimes It Takes 
Balls To Be A Woman. 

The gig starts at 8pm and tickets 
cost £14 in advance or £16 on the 
door.

No more action 



GETTING HARDER: Jackie Chan says he wants to be a serious actor before he retires

WHEN Jackie Chan first 
heard about the fantast¬ 
ical concept of his new 
movie The Forbidden 
Kingdom, he certainly 
had his doubts. 

“I would never make this kind 
of film,” he says, smiling. “For me, 
these kinds of films are ridiculous. 
It doesn't make sense. But the 
American audience, I think, is 
interested. So every time I make 
an American film, I trust the 
American writer and the 
American director.” 

The film sees New York young 
kung fu fan Jason Tripitikas 
(Michael Angarano) magically 
thrust into ancient China where 
he befriends wise kung fu master 
Lu Yan (Jackie Chan) and a war¬ 
rior played by Jet Li. They team 
up to free the Monkey King, who 
has been imprisoned by the pow¬ 
erful Jade War Lord. 

Jackie, who shot much of the 
movie on location in China, says: 
“This is just like a fantasy - a 
fairytale, but I made this movie 
because I know American culture 
and American people like it.” 

Despite Chan’s initial 
reservations, he couldn’t resist the 
chance to work with another 
famous Chinese movie fighter - 
Jet Li - either. 

After years of trying to team up 
on film, Lee had almost given up 
on the idea of working with him 
by the time Forbidden Kingdom 
came along. 

“I have always hoped to make 
movies with some people I really 
admire, like Dustin Hoffman and 
Robert De Niro, before I retire 
from this business,” he says. 

“Jet Li is someone whom I have 
wanted to work for more than ten 
years. Every time I see Jet we say, 
‘Let’s do it!’ This time it happened 


because Casey [Silver] the pro¬ 
ducer was in the middle. Every 
ten days he would call and tell me 
Jet Li was happy with the script, 
before sending it to me. 

“He was the one flying back and 
forth making the whole thing 
happen.” 

But far from being a battle of 
the egos between two movie mar¬ 
tial arts legends, Lee says coordi¬ 


nating fight scenes with Li felt 
comfortable. 

“After the first cut, the director 
comes up and says ‘Can you guys 
slow down?’,” Lee says with a laugh. 

“I want to show off quick and he 
wants to show off quick, but then 
we slowed down. It was fun. 
Fighting with him is very com¬ 
fortable. I’ve fought so many dif¬ 
ferent actors who just don’t know 


man 


how to fight. It makes you hurt 
and it doesn’t look good. And I 
think because I’m good, it makes 
him comfortable!” 

However, Li is, at 45, almost ten 
years younger than Chan at 54. As 
the energetic and animated star 
grows older, it inevitably becomes 
harder to perform the big kung-fu 
stunts, he did so effortlessly on 
film at a younger age. 

Hence one of the reasons Chan is 
trying to make the transition from 
kung fu movie star to serious actor. 

“I think for the last six or five 
years, I’ve changed my style,” he 
says, earnestly. “Right after the 
Forbidden Kingdom, I finished a 
movie called The Shinjuku 
Incident. It’s maybe one per cent 
action. Heavy drama. The next 
one will be big action, then maybe 
a love story. 

“I want to change. I want to be a 
real actor and not just an action 
star. An action star’s film life is 
very short. Jackie Chan is a myth 
and I’m in survival right now. 

“It’s been more than 30 years, 
but how much longer can I keep 
fighting? This is why I have to 
change, change, change. I’m not 
like I used to be - I’m tired.”

A MAJOR new development has 
opened up in the sealife centre 
Nausicaa, which is one of Boulogne’s 
most popular tourist attractions. 

As well as its collection of tropical fish, re¬ 
creations of exotic nautical environments, 
sharks, sealions and penguins, the venue also 
has a new exhibition on the seas called The 
Sea - Live which has links to oceans across 
the world in real time as well as details of the 
environment and the people who five there. 

My family and I went into the large audi¬ 
torium for a glimpse of how tropical seas with 
their abundance of plant and marine life look 
and the problems they are facing. 

Now open and in place for the next two years 
the focus is on Madagascar and the Mozam¬ 
bique Channel. 

Audios and visuals give an account of the his¬ 
tory and formation of the land and seascape. 

The channel itself was formed 160 million 
years ago when a piece of land broke from the 
eastern side of Africa and formed the world’s 
fourth largest island. 

Located in the Indian Ocean, it has species 
quite distinct from elsewhere in the world. 

The display also featured interviews with 
experts on the evolution of this unusual area, 
as well as the importance of it to the creatures 
which live in the sea. 

Daily programmes can be modified to reflect 
conditions which exist in the area, bringing the 
imagery from this wonderful place completely 


up to date. We learnt that the ecosystem in the 
area is particularly fragile, and the display 
emphasises the intriguing story of the coela- 
canth, thought to have been extinct since prehis¬ 
toric times, but rediscovered in the last century. 

An interview with a fisheries expert also 
explained how it is most effective to maintain 
the supplies and thus benefit the natural 
environment, as well as the fishermen and the 
people who live in the area. 

Later, we took a simulated trip up a river 
estuary, and details of the land itself and its 


rainforest were revealed. 

Telescopes fixed to stakes in the sand enable 
pictures of fishing on the seabed to be trans¬ 
mitted and even locals’ huts are included. 

My family and I have always found 
Nausicaa a fantastic destination in its own 
right, but the fact that it’s in France just adds 
to the feel that you really are on holiday - even 
when it’s just a day trip. 

Add in a classy on-site restaurant with 
glorious sea views, and you might just be on to 
one of the experiences of the year.

Mortgage deals 
better with Abbey 

A NEW revised fixed rate mortgage deal 
has been launched by the Abbey. 

Those looking to take out mortgages 
are able to obtain two and three year 
fixed rates at up to 0.15 per cent less 
than previously offered. 

Abbey’s move is the latest in a series of 
recent changes by leaders in the market 
as a response to a fall in inter-bank lend¬ 
ing costs. 

Another company to cut back on rates 
recently was Woolwich which decreased 
fixed rates in some cases by up to 0.3 per 
cent. 

Such developments within the proper¬ 
ty industry have been viewed as a sign 
that the cost of mortgages is on a small 
down turn despite the lack of movement 
in interest rates. 

These have been held by the Bank of 
England in recent moves to stabilise the 
property market. 

Recently forecasters working for the 
Royal Bank of Scotland predicted that 
the base rate will remain at five per cent 
for the rest of this year, with the possibil¬ 
ity of movement in the first quarter of 
next year.

Agents confident of 
market turnaround 


Flood defence agreed 

Insurance and long-term strategies will help protect owners 


THE majority of estate agents across 
the UK are optimistic that house prices 
will be rising and the market buoyant a 
year from now. 

A survey of the industry conducted by 
Abbey said that 61 per cent of respon¬ 
dents were confident the downturn 
would be over in the next 12 months. 

And half of those contacted said they 
expected the time span to be just half 
that. 

Abbey’s head of mortgages Phil Cliff 
said: “Estate agents and homeowners 
believe that despite current movements 
in house prices we are unlikely to expe¬ 
rience a really prolonged fall.” 

Predictions such as these help to sta¬ 
bilise a volatile market and increase 
confidence for both investors and sellers. 

They are helped by banks lowering 
mortgage rates - which has taken place 
in some sectors of the business in the 
past few weeks. 

In the latest figures available in the 
market June saw a two per cent fall in 
house prices - a decrease of the 2.5 per 
cent recorded for May. 


THE insurance industry and the 
Government have reached an 
agreement to ensure householders 
are able to obtain protection 
against flooding. 

Both bodies have vowed to team up in a bid 
to protect properties at risk in a complemen¬ 
tary way. 

In recent years the county has seen serious 
flooding, particularly along the course of the 
River Medway. 

Fears over global warming have also added to 
improved sea defences along Romney Marsh. 

Other low-lying areas, such as Swale and 
other areas along the Thames Estuary, as well 
as Thanet, have also been cited as being at risk 
from waters. 

According to insurers they will assess some

properties at risk and the Government has 
promised to do more to protect housing from 
destructive waters. 

Under the new agreement, insurers will 
guarantee to provide protection to any proper¬ 
ty deemed to have a risk of less than one in 75 
from flood. 

In return, the Government has committed 
itself to a long-term 25-year strategy to 
improve flood defences across the UK. 

Environment Minister Phil Woolas said: 
“The insurance companies very reasonably 
said that it is necessary to have a long-term 
strategy - 25 years is the figure that we are 
going ahead with. We are looking at coastal 
flooding as well as river flooding and surface 
water flooding to ensure that the increased 


investment that we have - and we have 
increased investment in flood defences quite 
substantially in this country - is sustained in 
the long term.” 

Mr Woolas said the Environment Agency 
should make use of new powers to block pro¬ 
posed developments at risk of flood and 
explained insurers were ready to offer 
improved premiums to householders who pro¬ 
tect their homes against the risks. 

He added: ‘What has changed is the climate 
change predictions the scientists are giving 
us; that the extreme weather conditions are 
going to increase in the decades to come. That 
requires a long-term strategy. 

“It is something we have been negotiating 
with the insurance industry in some detail. 
They, quite understandably, want to have assur¬ 
ances that homes are protected and we, quite 
understandably, want to do that in any event.”

Slick Tiguan answering 
a need for greener 4x4s 


OVERALL demand for 4x4s might 
be in the muck, but some are still 
squeaky clean. 

The VW Tiguan is one that ticks most boxes 
for a modern-day SUV (sports utility vehicle): 
compact footprint, top-notch engines, excellent 
on-road ability and decent off-road powers too. 

And VW hedged its bets by launching two 
Tiguans: an everyday model and the ‘Escape’ 
intended to allow owners to do just that. 

It puts most other compact ‘soft-roaders’ in 
their place when the going gets tough, with a 
shorter front overhang - that improves the 
styling in my opinion - radiator and sump 
guards, plus a standard-fit ‘off-road mode’ 
that optimises hill descent control and other 
driver/mechanical aids. 

But ‘long nose’ rather than Escape versions 
claim 95 per cent of Tiguan sales and usually 
in 2.0-litre diesel mid-range SE trim (£21,770 
for 138bhp version) as tested here, though 
high diesel fuel prices make a strong case for 
the so-called ‘twin charger’ Tiguan, featuring a 
lightweight 148bhp 1.4-litre petrol engine 
with supercharger and turbocharger, allowing 
decent economy plus diesel style pulling power

and low emissions. It certainly makes the 
Tiguan feel nimble and knocks around £1,000 
off prices for diesel equivalents. 

Nevertheless, the 2.0-litre diesel is the con¬ 
summate all-rounder: smooth, refined and 
powerful. 

The Tiguan interior is typical VW, mixing 
robust quality, good ergonomics and stowage 
and fine seating. Space engineering is excel¬ 
lent so, despite being roughly the same size as 
key competitors, the car feels more spacious 
and has a decent boot plus lift-up tailgate and 
room for a spare wheel. 

The car has a maximum five-star rating for 
occupant protection by Euro NCAP, plus four 
stars for child safety and two stars for pedes¬ 
trian protection. 

The Tiguan is also one of the best ‘drives’ in 
class. The ride is frrmish, but the chassis ensures 
that a relatively high vehicle comers with a flat 
stance. With the low down pulling power of the 
test car’s 2.0-litre diesel, the Tiguan can be 
pushed hard on a challenging road, aided by a 
precise six-speed gearbox allowing steady and 
quiet motorway cruising too.

FORGIVE a whiff of smugness at 
your local Skoda dealer this week 
when the all-new Superb model 
arrives. 

For this smart new model says a final goodbye 
to an era that lingered overlong - Skoda jokes. 

Mickey-taking began in the late 1980s 
when the Czech brand’s rear-engine Estelle 
began to look hopelessly obsolete against 
modem Western models such as the VW Golf 
and Ford Escort. 

A favourite jibe was “How do you double the 
value of a Skoda? Fill the tank.” 

Skodas were cheap, spacious and mgged 
and extra traction gained from pairing engine 
and driving wheels at the back suited poor 
quality roads in the old Soviet empire, but 
the Estelle and its optimistically named Rapid 
sister delivered questionable handling on 
modem faster roads in the UK - as I found 
during a wet test drive in the late 1980s. 

Nevertheless, reliability and a successful 
rally heritage inspired loyalty amongst a 
small band of owners and dealers such as 
Adamsons at Walmer, Deal, which is now 
reaping the rewards of sticking with the brand 
for some 30 years through thick and thin.

Investments fuel 
employment boom 

And science park bucks trend in commercial property

MORE than 1,600 new 
jobs have been created in 
Ashford in the past year - 
according to an organisa¬ 
tion given the task of 
managing the growth of 
the town. 

Ashford is thought to be the 
fastest-growing town between 
London and continental Europe, 
with ambitious plans to create 
28,000 new jobs and build 31,000 
homes by 2031. 

About £2.5 billion of public and 
private sector money is expected 
to be invested in the town - which 
with Thames Gateway is ear¬ 
marked as a major growth area. 

Training in highly-skilled sec¬ 
tors is growing. For example, 

Hitachi Rail Maintenance opened 
its train centre in October, and 
gives the town’s school and college 
leavers chances to join an appren¬ 
ticeship scheme. 

Judith Armitt, managing direc¬ 
tor of Ashford’s Future, said: “This 
is an exciting time for the town. 

We can predict many others will 
soon find Ashford best placed to 
do business.” 

Locate in Kent, the county’s 
investment promotion agency, 
assisted companies to create or 
retain 1,047 jobs in Ashford 
between April 2007 and this April. 

Chief executive Paul Wookey 
said: “Half our successes have been 
in the ICT sector, with other jobs

being created in construction and 
property, financial services, engi¬ 
neering and printing. Furthermore, 
75 per cent were knowledge-based 
jobs indicating the town is attract¬ 
ing a high-quality workforce.” 

Major development plans have 
been unveiled at Kent Science 
Park, near Sittingbourne, involv¬ 
ing £25m-worth of investment 
over the next five years and the 
creation of500 new jobs - increas¬ 
ing the total there by a half. 

Proposals, which could also 


prove to be controversial, include 
a new arrivals centre, for which a 
planning application has just 
been lodged with Swale council. 

Another proposal is the develop¬ 
ment of further technology emits 
following the success of the 
recently completed first phase of 
new buildings. 

The most significant investment 
is in the extension of the park by 
four hectares, from 22 hectares. 

This is to accommodate tenants 
who are expanding, and new com¬ 


panies, within 129,000 sq ft of 
new commercial property as the 
park bucks the trend in the com¬ 
mercial property market. 

As part of these proposals the 
park is consulting with residents, 
in particular those who live on 
Ruins Bam Road and Broadoak 
Road, hosting a public meeting, 
and producing a newsletter and a 
website which contains details of 
the proposals.

THIS is the image of a new commu¬ 
nity football hub that includes a 
new home built to Ryman League

After more than a year of planning, Ridlands 
Farm in south Canterbury has been chosen as 
the city council’s preferred site for a communi¬ 
ty facility. 

When built it will house Canterbury City, 
five-a-side football pitches, an artificial 3G 
pitch, other grass pitches and a clubhouse that 
would feature a state-of-the-art gym. 

It is hoped that after funding and planning 
permission is secured, work can begin in the 
autumn. 

Canterbury City chairman Phil Knight is 
delighted that a site has been identified which 
will help create an exciting future for the club. 

He told yourcanterbury: “The understand¬ 
ing we have is it will be built to Ryman 
League standard. The KCFA have recom¬ 
mended it to Ryman League standard but 
built in a modular way. 

‘Tor example, if the project goes better than 
we hope we could add to it. The expectation is 
if we needed to it would be easy to expand. 

“The key thing about it is because it is 
starting from scratch, both us as a club and the 
hub, it gives us an opportunity to build for the 
future.” 

While City will use the new site for its men’s, 


women’s and junior section, the plans are for it 
to be used by the community throughout the 
course of a week which allow schools and other 
clubs to benefit from the project. 

Knight added: “It’s important to stress that 


while we will use it as a base, it will have a 
much broader community use. 

“It will become our home but it’s got a wider 
use, it’s not just for us.
